This ACCOUNT, as 'amended by us, is just and true. We have examined two of the 
Members of the Society and their Secretary, who have deposed, to the best of their knowledge and 
belief, to the accuracy and fidelity of the Account. 

We find the amount of Subscriptions in this Account, have considerably decreased, as compared 
with the year before, which the Society attribute to the Subscriptions in the latter period having 
been paid with singular punctuality, as there was an election for a Secretary at that time, and no 
person was considered qualified to vote who had not paid the amount of his Subscription. The 
Society have taken measures, which they hope will tend, in some degree, to enforce a more 
pudctual payment of the Subscriptions, for which their future Members engage. 

*> We do not pretend to judge how tar (as they are at present circumstanced) they can enforce the 
fulfilment of these voluntary engagements, but Parliament having made large annual Grants to 
this Society, which have been committed to their discretion under the impression of aiding, and 
not entirely supporting their voluntary and patriotic exertions, we think it desirable that their 
nominal private Funds should be made available to the purposes for which they were engaged. 
The leading Members of the Society are of opinion, that this purpose would be attained by their 
incorporation, and a large credit appears on this Account, for their expenses incurred in soliciting 
a Charter, of which two hundred and forty-nine pounds twelve shillings and three-pence was paid 
in fees, on the repeated submission of a copy of the Charter to the Law Officers. 

We observe m this Account, for the first time, credit taken for three hundred pounds per annum, 
and two hundred pounds for travelling expenses, as the Salary paid to the Rev. Thomas Radcliff, 
appointed to the new office of Inspector of Agriculture. Two questions arise with us upon this 

occasion: first, whether the Society were authorized to appoint such an Officer; second, whether 

such manifest utility could be shown, as resulting from his appointment, as would supersede the 
necessity of any observations from us on the creation of an office, the annual expenses of which, 
amount to one-tenth of their Parliamentary Grant, and considerably exceed tlie whole amount of 
their private Funds. 

The Society, both in their Minute of Appointment and in evidence before us, seem confident of 
their authority to appoint, and thoroughly impressed with the utility promised by the step they 
have taken, because they conceive this appointment will .afford them regular information with 
respect to the effect of their measures, of which they allege they are at present completely in the 
dark ; we do not therefore proceed to disallow the amount ; but not being fully satisfied that the 
objects which the Society have stated to be in their contemplation in creating this office, are not 
attainable without incurring so great an expense, through the mediums of the statistical surveys 
of the Dublin Society, and by -correspondence with their own Members, dispersed in various 
parts of Ireland, we would suggest to the Executive and the Legislature, whether some 
limitation should not be imposed, either by the grant of a Charter or otherwise, which will in future 
confine them to a defined Establishment. 

We have again disallowed the sum of three thousand nine hundred Pounds, lent to the Trustees 
of the Implement Manufactory, but which, it is stated to us, has been repaid, and will be accounted 
for in the next Account. 

We have further only to remark, that it is extremely desirable this Society should assign some 
limit, with respect to time, beyond which they will withhold their premiums ; there being no regu- 
lation of this nature, has occasioned great and unnecessary labour to our officer, and gave occasion 
for a second payment to be made, which was only discovered in consequence of a search through 
•the vouchers of many former Accounts.
